DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in this 
application because the drawings or photographs supplied fail to fully show the 
invention as claimed. The copy of the drawings present in the application appear to be 
a photocopy of a picture or photo. The detail present in the photocopy is insufficient to 
show the structural features of the invention. Applicant is advised to employ the services 
of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Scharf 
4,564,957 in view of Barville et al. 4,096,977 and Morde 1,542,163. 

Scharf teaches a baby bottle support comprising a bottle 16, a sleeve 18, a pair of 
bands 21, and a means for supporting the bottle, sleeve and bands on a child 12. The 
difference between the invention of Scharf and applicants claimed invention is that the 
means for attachment is in the form of a vest or sleeveless jacket instead of a strap type 
harness. Barville teaches a similar baby bottle support in which a bottle 1 1 is secured 
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by a strap 15 to a strap type harness 24 secured to a child. The harness however 
differs in its structure from that claimed by applicant and only one strap instead of two 
secures the bottle to the harness. Morde however teaches a harness structure 
comprising a pair of shoulder strap loops 11,13 and a rear transverse strap 21 with a 
pair of bands 14, 16, used to support an item in the from of a user. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the invention of Scharf to substitute a 
harness in place of the vest as taught since it is well known to do this as taught by 
Barville. It further would have been obvious to use a harness system containing the 
elements as claimed by applicant to form this harness since Morde teaches that this 
structure for supporting an object in the front of a user is old and well known.
